apartment she'd be renting simply couldn't hold the 
tonnage, yet she tried to tuck and squeeze all manner of 
tangible assets into every available nook and cranny. 

There were also two storage units packed to 
bursting with even more flotsam and jetsam from the life 
she had once lived. Nearly all of it had been collected 
during the years she was married to her dearly departed 
spouse. It all meant so much more to her than what my 
eyes could see. 

My efforts to help her purge, efforts she had asked 
for, were met with deep frustration bordering on hate. 

She really didn't want my help. She really just wanted 
someone to be at her side as she handled each piece and 
relived how it had come into her possession. "Oh, we 
were driving around Vermont when we came across a 
roadside shed. We just had to stop and he said...." She 
could spend hours, days, or the rest of her life roaming the 
dusty back roads of her memory. I just wanted to throw 
away anything that was broken. She just wanted to hold 
onto it all. 

I finally realized, in spite of my love and need 
for her friendship, the close proximity wasn't adding 
anything to our relationship. If anything, I feared she 
would end up saying something that would hurt too 
much for me to accept. Instead, I made a calculated 
retreat. After all, we hadn't lived close to one another in 
many decades. Our relationship, while based on mutual 
respect, shared experiences, and a deep understanding 
of each other's neuroses, had not been one that included 
frequent physical contact.

Letters, phone calls, and much later email, 
became our mainstay. We exposed our inner thinking, 
yearnings, needs, sorrows, joys, all manners of human 
emotion through the written and spoken word over miles 
of separation. The rare face-to-face visits had been joyful 
and rich, but we easily resumed long-distance caring. 

These past weeks, Td felt guilty for not being 
more present, not trying harder to get in the car and go to 
her. The fact that Td been struggling with mobility issues 
spending nearly two years in recovery didn't assuage that 
guilt. I could have managed to get to her more frequently 
if I really tried. 

Then I received a Facebook message from 
her saying she was in nursing care after a week of 
hospitalization with her usual sardonic humor, "What 
fun!"

crying. She opened her eyes and took me in smiling. She 
whispered, ''Marilou, you came."

Talking Whales with Dr. Michael Moore

Michael Moore, a senior scientist with the Woods 
Hole Oceanographic Institution (WHOI), recently gave an 
after school talk at the Marion Natural History Museum 
on "Whales of Our Region," with a special focus on 
endangered right whales. 

Turns out, the kids already knew a lot on the 
subject of whales. For instance, Moore asked what defines 
a mammal, and one boy knew the answer: Mammals give 
live birth to their young. 

Moore shared photos of humpback whales, right 
whales, and minke whales, many taken with a drone 
named "Archie" that is also used to collect samples from

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whales' blow clouds for 
analysis. The overhead 
photos provided 
impressive views of 
whales engaging in 
"bubble net feeding," 
where they swim upward 
in a spiral while blowing 
bubbles that encircle bait 
fish like herring, which 
the whales then eat in 
a great gulp. They are 
then able to push the salt 
water from their mouths 
while straining their 
catch through baleen. 

The overhead 
photos also illustrated how individual whales can be 
identified - right whales by the callosities on their lips, 
minke whales by their white arm bands, and humpbacks 
by the white patterns on the underside of their tails (not 
visible to drones) - and monitored. 

Beyond exploring different species of whales, 
Moore also discussed challenges to their survival posed 
by humans boating and fishing. 

"I've spent my life looking at the balance between 
human life and marine life," Moore said. "There is always 
a cost and a benefit." 

The cost to whales has been, and continues to 
be, steep. There is the danger posed by fishing gear like 
lobster traps and the danger posed by ship strikes. Five 
percent of the right whales' entire population died in 
2017. If that rate of loss continues, Moore said, they will 
be extinct in 20 years' time. 

Not to leave anybody too glum, Moore did show 
one last overhead photo of a whale, um, relieving itself in 
the ocean. Nothing will perk up a child like talking about 
whale doody. Which happens to be a very good fertilizer 
for the ocean, which is good for the fish, which is good for 
the whales. 

Or, as Moore more simply stated, we must "save 
the whales to save the fish." 

Marion Voters Pass Marijuana Moratorium 

Marion Special Town Meeting

There was one collective 'aye' and one lonely 
'nay' during Thursday night's Special Town Meeting 
vote to adopt a moratorium on so-called 'Adult-Use

Marijuana' commercial establishments. 

The moratorium will temporary halt any 
recreational marijuana dispensaries from moving into 
Marion as the Commonwealth poises to release its own 
final legislation regulating statewide marijuana sales on 
March 1, leading to an April 1 acceptance of adult-use 
marijuana dispensaries. 

Although licensing for legal marijuana 
sales establishments is highly regulated under the 
Massachusetts Cannabis Control Commission's draft 
regulations, the moratorium would allow municipalities 
time to review the state's regulations and devise its own 
zoning regulations on potential placement of marijuana 
dispensaries. 

The moratorium, however, is only in effect until 
December 31 of this year. 

Selectman Steve Gonsalves introduced Article 1 
proposing to amend the Town's Zoning Bylaw by adding 
a new section to include the moratorium. 

"The only issue before the voter this evening is 
whether or not we will act to request a moratorium," said 
Gonsalves. 

Marion voters during the 2016 November election 
passed ballot Question 4 to legalize marijuana "but 
regulate it in ways similar to alcoholic beverages." 

Planning Board Chairman Eileen Marum 
addressed the voters on Thursday night, saying, "I 
recommend that we pass the article, and the Planning 
Board has unanimously supported the moratorium." 

Marion resident John Conway approached the 
microphone just before the vote and pointed out that 
nearly a third of Massachusetts municipalities so far have 
adopted either a temporary or permanent ban on legal 
marijuana establishments. He urged legislators and town 
officials to look to the State of Colorado for information 
before looking into specific laws on zoning, local taxation.

and other things like signage. "I think planning ahead of 
time makes sense." 

Conway added, as a pediatrician, that he holds 
concerns about teen use of marijuana. "We do see a lot of 
lives crumbling because of it... I know that this increases 
our job as pediatricians." 

Article 2 requesting $138,730 from certified free 
cash to replace the boiler at the Town House passed 
unanimously, paving the way for a new heating system. 

The Town House has been using an external 
temporary heating source to warm the space since the 
heating system broke down on December 19. 

Selectman Norm Hills introduced the article and 
said the 50-year-old gas-fired cast iron boiler had been 
kept in operation past its anticipated life expectancy 
through a "Band-Aid approach" as the Town decided 
whether it was going to renovate the Town House or 
rebuild. 

The Finance Committee recommended the article, 
with Chairman Alan Minard saying, "Basically we're 
between a rock and a hard place for providing heat for 
our employees and [the public]..." 

The article as printed in the warrant originally 
requested a sum of $158,460, but a significant cost savings 
resulted from switching the temporary heater from a 
diesel-fueled generator to a gas-powered source. 

Minard assured voters that there was indeed 
enough free cash to cover the cost of the repair, and 
facilities Director Shaun Cormier said the replacement 
boiler is convertible should it ever need to be relocated to 
another building, for instance a new town administration 
building should the Town House ultimately change its 
use as a town hall. 

The Special Town Meeting was adjourned in just 
about fifteen minutes.

Hills Calls Out Fellow Selectman's 
Accusations 

Marion Board of Selectmen

Selectman Norm Hills fired back at fellow 
Selectman Steve Gonsalves on February 20 and called 
Gonsalves out for inciting a shouting match during the 
February 6 Marion Board of Selectmen meeting when 
Gonsalves accused Town Administrator Paul Dawson and 
the two other selectmen of inappropriately excluding him 
from the Department of Public Works interim supervisor 
discussion.

On February 6, Gonsalves explained how he 
received a ''favorable response" from the State Ethics 
Commission pertaining to Dawson's seemingly wrong 
determination that Gonsalves had a conflict of interest 
relative to DPW interim superintendent talks because 
Gonsalves' son is employed by the DPW. 

On February 20, in Gonsalves' absence. Hills said 
Gonsalves was wrong in his interpretation of the State 
Ethics written response. 

Gonsalves stated that State Ethics determined 
that unless Gonsalves was involved with the hiring of 
his son's direct supervisor, Gonsalves could participate

in the interim superintendent position. Because there is 
a supervisor standing between Gonsalves' son and the 
superintendent, Gonsalves interpreted that as a green 
light to participate in the hiring process. 

The email from State Ethics dated January 25, 
which The Wanderer obtained, does state, "...[The] DPW 
Superintendent will not be your son's direct supervisor. 
Under these conditions, [Section] 19 would not be an 
issue for you..." However, in the same sentence, the letter 
further clarifies, "...unless the DPW Superintendent, 
upon starting the job, imminently would be involved 
in efforts or decisions affecting your son's wages, hours 
or working conditions." The letter cites examples, such 
as collective bargaining or a decision personnel matters 
such as a promotion, that would affect Gonsalves' son's 
employment status. 

"This is the DPW Union contract," said Hills. 

"It specifically identifies the DPW superintendent as the 
single person that makes decisions regarding wages, 
hours, or working conditions for all DPW employees." 

Hills said it was town counsel that determined 
Gonsalves had a conflict of interest, not Dawson, and 
it was Gonsalves who refused to accept town counsel's 
opinion. After seeking advice from State Ethics, Hills said 
Gonsalves was asked to provide Dawson with a copy of 
the email. "That did not happen," said Hills. 

"Instead," Hills said, "he chose to use our 
previous meeting as a bully pulpit to decry his perceived 
mistreatment and insult. The only person insulted has 
been Mr. Dawson." 

Hills said there was no excuse for Gonsalves' 
behavior during the last meeting, saying that all along 
Gonsalves could have actively engaged Dawson or town 
counsel for clarification. 

"No matter what he said or thinks," Hills said, 
"Mr. Gonsalves does, in fact, have a conflict of interest 
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that prevents him from participating in the DPW 
superintendent selection process." 

After the contentious discussion ceased on 
February 6, Gonsalves ultimately excused himself from 
the meeting out of spite until the DPW superintendent 
appointment of former selectman Jonathan Henry was 
over. 

In other matters, the board approved Building 
Commissioner Scott Shippey's request to increase 
Building Department fees, which have not changed since 
2011. 

"We're still a little bit behind other towns adjacent 
to us," said Shippey. 

After reviewing the fees of similar towns 
including Rochester, Mattapoisett, and Wareham, Shippey 
proposed increases for permits and inspections averaging 
between $5 and $25, depending on the service. 

"Electrical permits will go from $40 to $45 for 
residential and from $80 to $100 for commercial. Building 
permits will increase from $45 to $50, and foundation 
inspections will increase another five cents per square 
foot," said Shippey. 

Demolition permits will increase by $25 in each 
category; for example, a structure under 1,000 square feet 
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renovations

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will go up from $75 to $100, and structures over 1,000 
square feet will go up from $125 to $150. 

''It just went across the board like that," Shippey 

said. 

Certificates of Inspection, Shippey added, will 
also increase from $50 to $75, "Because it seems I'm doing 
a lot more of those lately." 

"Again, they're very minor compared to other 
towns," said Shippey. 

In other matters. Town Administrator Paul 
Dawson, concerned about a higher than expected turnout

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Meltzer described grading activity planned for 
the lot and pointed out that most of the jurisdictional 
buffer zone was outside the site in question. 

But commissioner Daniel Gagne questioned 
photographs that seemed to show that cutting within the 
buffer zone had taken place. 

Meltzer said he was unfamiliar with ''prior 
history" of the lot, leading Conservation Agent Laurell 
Farinon to interject that development had begun 10 years 
ago, site disturbance from previous owners was evident 
and she didn't believe there had been any recent tree 
clearing. 

"The history of the site is varied," she told Gagne. 

Gagne remained skeptical, noting that he was 
simply looking at photographs from the site and from 
his viewpoint those photographs showed cutting in the 
buffer zone. 

Meltzer said, "I'm not here to argue... There may 
have been past deeds that took place... I'm sorry." 

Farinon suggested that the commissioners visit 
the site to see firsthand what the current conditions are. 
She also left open the possibility that the RDA filing 
might not be sufficient and that a Notice of Intent may be 
in order.

''This is a good one for the commission to see," 
Farinon said. 

The public meeting was continued until March 6. 

Next was the Request for Determination of Non- 
Significance filed by James Holbrook on behalf of his 
mother for a proposed dwelling at Old Mill Way. It had 
come to light, Holbrook explained, that the current plans 
placed the home over the lot line by three inches. The 
revised plans would situate the building a foot closer 
to wetlands then previously drawn. The request was 
approved. 

A Request for Extension Permit by Edgewood 
Development for the construction of a new bituminous 
concrete manufacturing plant located off King's Highway 
was continued until March 6 due to a lack of quorum as 
one commissioner would have to be recused from the 
public meeting due to a conflict. The application was 
continued until March 6. 

The commissioners also reviewed the 
commission's annual report and accepted the draft as 
written. Farinon said that the document will now head to 
the Selectmen's Office for inclusion in a larger report to be 
distributed during Town Meeting. 

Also reviewed and accepted was a 60-plus 
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page forest management plan (drafted by Benjamin 
Forestry Services for the evaluation of the Upper and 
Lower River Bend areas off New Bedford Road adjacent 
to the Shoolman Preserve, a conservation property 
cooperatively managed by both the Rochester and 
Mattapoisett Land Trusts. 

The report detailed the current condition of the 
property, including the history of the parcel, types of trees 
and other vegetation, wildlife implications, and goals for 
water quality. 

Farinon walked the commissioners through the 
report, noting various significant highpoints including 
Benjamin's recommendation that the majority of the site 
be left in its natural state with conservative tree clearing 
in only a few locations. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for March 6 at 7:00 pm in the 
Town Fiall meeting room. 

Town to Seek National Register Status 

Marion Planning Board

Marion is a town steeped in history with iconic 
historical buildings important to the town, which is 
why Town Planner Gil Hilario wants to investigate the 
possibility of getting some of these buildings officially 
recognized for their historical significance. 

Fiilario said he would be consulting with the 
Marion Historical Commission about advancing towards 
placing any eligible historic, town-owned buildings on 
the National Register of Historic Places. 

"I was surprised there are no town-owned 
buildings on the Historic Register," said Hilario. "To me, 
that's really important for preservation." 

Buildings such as the Town House (originally 
Tabor Academy) and the Elizabeth Taber Library,

built in 1876 and 1872 respectively, if added to the 
National Register, could open up the town for grants 
for rehabilitation work, which is only available to 
municipalities and nonprofit organizations. 

Once the town's Historic Commission prepares an 
inventory of recommended buildings, the process begins 
with contacting the Massachusetts Historical Commission 
(MHC), which administers the National Register program 
in the state. The MHC then reviews each property's 
eligibility and whether it meets specific criteria, such as 
association with significant events or persons in the past. 

Sites listed in the National Register of Historic 
Places are automatically added to the State Register 
of Historic Places, as well. The State Register serves as 
a guide when determining whether a state funded or 
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permitted or licensed project would affect or harm the 
historical nature of the building. 

Hilario said he would be attending a meeting of 
the Marion Historical Commission to discuss the details. 


Also during the February 20 meeting of the 
Marion Planning Board, the board continued the public 
hearing for Carolyn Martin's Special Permit application 
for a pier at 282 Delano Road. 

David Davignon of N. Douglas Schneider & 
Associates, Inc. said the 4-foot wide, 175-foot long 
aluminum gangway would lead to a 10- by 20-foot float. 
All work would be performed via barge. 


The water depth would be 3.2 feet at low tide and 
7.2 feet at high tide, which is significant, Davignon said. 

"In most pier projects we do in Mattapoisett and 
Marion there's very shallow water," said Davignon. "In this 
case, we actually have a decent level of water." 

Davignon said the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
issued the project a permit back on November 28, and the 
Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection 
Waterways Division is waiting to issue its permit until the 
Planning Board and the Marion Conservation Commission 
issue their approvals. 

The Marion Harbormaster's Office told the 
Planning Board that it had no concerns with the project. 

Planning Board Chairman Eileen Marum suggested 
approving the pier project contingent upon Conservation 
Commission approval, but Planning Board member 
Norm Hills preferred to continue the hearing until the 
Conservation Commission issues the Order of Conditions. 

"Other than that, I think it's a complete package," 
Hills said. 

In other matters, Hilario said a road safety audit of 
Route 6 conducted in January is not complete, and a draft 
report would be released to the town "shortly." 

The road safety audit, Hilario said, preceded the 
Route 6 corridor study slated to begin in the spring, which 
will take about 18 months to complete. 

"I think we're making small steps toward 
addressing [road safety] problems," Hilario said. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
is scheduled for March 5 at 7:00 pm at the Marion Town 
House. 

RMS Approved for Dental Program 

Rochester School Committee

A dental care program that Rochester Memorial 
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School Nurse Ellen Murphy proposed to the Rochester 
School Committee last month was approved on February 
15. 

Beginning this year, RMS students will be offered 
dental care by Mass Smiles, a program that will visit the 
school every six months and provide dental care such 
as screenings, cleanings, sealants, fillings, and fluoride 
treatments to students whose parents enroll their child 
into the program. Dental work would be given during 
school hours and scheduled around specialist classes to 
avoid critical time blocks like FLA and math. 

During its last meeting, the committee had some 
questions for Murphy, who contacted other Massachusetts 
schools that participate in the Mass Smiles program. All 
the feedback, she said, was favorable. 

Murphy last month said Mass Smiles first 
contacted RMS due to an increase in free or reduced lunch 
participation. The target student population at RMS are 
students enrolled in the Medicare or Medicaid who would 
receive the dental care for free, but students with private 
insurance - or no insurance - are welcome to participate 
as well. 

''There is a high percentage of kids in the state 
with Medicaid who aren't seeing the dentist at all," 
said Murphy. "[The program] is not looking for private 
insurance or people to change dentists," she added, "it's 
more for those who aren't getting dental care." 

The program is a for-profit organization, 

Murphy said, servicing 19 states and 500,000 children, 
but she emphasized that if there are any balances due to 
treatment costs or co-payments, at the end of the month 
any balances are wiped clean. 

"If they get paid, great," said Murphy. "If they 
don't, it's (the balance) gone." 

Murphy spoke with the school nurse of one of the 
Wareham schools participating in the program servicing 
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roughly 500 students, saying, ''She couldn't say enough 
about this program." 

"She had one little boy with serious decay into his 
roots," said Murphy. "The [Mass Smiles] dentist treating 
him ... called in a prescription for antibiotics ... and 
followed up with his family." 

Murphy said the Department of Public Health 
also runs a similar program, "But all they do is cleanings," 
Murphy said. "They don't do sealants. They don't do 
fillings." 

The typical time a student will spend with the 
dentist would be 15 to 25 minutes, Murphy told the

committee. 

"The aim of the program is to keep kids in 
school," said Murphy. "Nationally, fifty-five million hours 
of school are missed as a result of dental concerns." 

Tooth decay is five times more common than 
asthma in children, Murphy stated. According to the 
Center for Disease Control, Murphy said dental sealants 
prevent 80% of cavities for two years and 50% of cavities 
for up to four years. Children without sealants have three 
times more cavities than those with sealants, she added. 

Last month. School Committee member Sharon 
Hartley asked if the program could service children after 
school, but during this meeting Murphy told her that the 
program could not accommodate that request. 

RMS Principal Derek Medeiros voiced his support 
for the program. 

"As a school, we always worry we're not 
impeding too much on parents ... but this is just offering 
the program to anyone who wants to take it," said 
Medeiros. The goal is to offer the program and see if there 
is any interest over the next three or so months. 

"It's worth a discussion I thought, especially with 
the data that Ellen presented," Medeiros said. "There's 
no obligation up front. It's just, hey, we have this if you're 
interested..." 

Murphy emphasized that there is no cost or 
liability to the school. 

"It sounds like it's worth giving it a try," said 
Hartley. "I am a little concerned about the time just 
because it's so tricky these days to get everything in that 
we have to get in." 

Medeiros replied, "We have the structure in place 
for all the screenings that Ellen does already... We have 
the experience from that lens." Medeiros continued. 

The committee approved the Mass Smiles 
program and requested that Murphy return at the end of 
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the year for a follow-up on the program's progress. 

The next meeting of the Rochester School 
Committee is scheduled for March 29 at 6:30 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall.

High School Sports Update

Coming into the 2017-2018 season. Old 
Rochester/Fairhaven boys' hockey wasn't sure how its 
season would end up after graduating Noah Strawn, 
Sam Henrie and Landon Goguen, some of the state's top 
players. 

While they still had Tayber Labonte, who was 
13*^ in the state last year with 54 points, the majority of 
this season's roster didn't have a ton of experience. 

The South Coast Conference schedule remained 
fairly similar to 2016-2017; however, the postseason 
schedule had changed, with all Co-op teams being 
bumped up to the Division 2 tournament. 

First, though, the Bulldogs had to take care of 
business in the conference, which came a bit more easily 
than they'd initially anticipated, winning the league with 
a 9-0-2 record (14-3-3 overall) with one game against 
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Wareham left. Even Bourne, their top competitor in 
the conference, didn't put up as much of a fight as Old 
Rochester head coach Eric Labonte expected. 

"From before the season started, yeah I'm 
definitely surprised," he said. "We lost major players 
from last year's team and Bourne has like 15 juniors and 
seniors. They basically had everyone back and we lost key 
personal. So I was definitely surprised." 

Tayber Labonte has been a big reason why ORR/ 
Fairhaven's had continued success this year, scoring 25 
goals with 22 assists (47 points, 11*^ in the state), along 
with Ryan Raphael, who has 13 goals and 19 assists (32 
points) on the year. 

But two players don't make a team, so the 
Bulldogs needed to give some inexperienced players more 
time throughout the year and put an emphasis on what 
gets done during practice. Clearly that's paid off. 

"Really, practice time as the season progressed 
was important," Coach Labonte said. "Getting kids 
comfortable with their new roles was what was 
important. And kind of a winning spirit, we've won the 
league over the last six or seven years. A lot of the times 
the kids even willed themselves to win even in games 
where we might be out-manned." 

With a program that's had so much success over 
the past decade, a concern that might pop up is a sense of 
entitlement. Because of what team they play for, the rest 
of the see will bow down to them. But ORR/Fairhaven's 
coach never witnessed any sign of that being the case. 

"Even though I didn't expect us to win the league, 
I certainly felt we could compete for a league title," 
Labonte said. "Early in the season, when we beat Bourne 
6-2, that was sort of a catalyst for us to realize that maybe 
I kind of short-changed these kids early in the season. 
After that win in the first game, you kind of realize real 
quick that we should be able to win the league again." 
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But now comes the big test: the Division 2 MIAA 
tournament. Something not even ORR/Fairhaven's 
coach has dealt with, with the program having competed 
in Division 3 over recent years. And while they realize 
there are tough teams at every division, ORR/Fairhaven 
expects every minute to be a challenge in the state 
tournament. 

''At the Division 2 level, every game's going to be 
a battle because we're not overly skilled," Labonte said. 

ORR/Fairhaven will likely receive a favorable 
seeding heading into the tournament but won't know 
for sure until the pairings are announced soon after the 
weekend.

To the Editor: 

Citizens of Marion will be asked in a public 
hearing at the Music Hall on March 1, 2018 to support 
the renovation of the existing Town House. Short on 
maintenance, and not originally designed to serve as 
a town administration building, it needs a lot of work. 

I agreed to serve on the building committee that the 
Board of Selectmen appointed to study whether it should 
continue to be used as our Town House. Our committee 
and our architects have completed an in-depth study of 
the old building and determined that it is structurally 
sound and can serve. 

But how well can it serve? Is it possible to make 
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an 1870s school building into an attractive and efficient 
townhouse for Marion in 2019? A careful look at the 
renovation plans by T2 Architects shows that you can. 
Credit our critics for forcing us to recognize that the 
existing building is larger than we need with the town 
facing so many other expensive projects in the near 
future. Our plan calls for the demolition of the octagonal 
annex (almost half of the entire structure) at the rear of the 
original building. In the proposed layout, departments 
are grouped for efficient operation, and space is available 
for a few additional staff if needed. Space is provided for 
state-mandated paper record storage and other storage 
in the waterproofed existing basement. High efficiency 
heating and air conditioning equipment, electrical and 
telephone equipment rooms, and the automatic sprinkler 
system for fire safety are also located there. The entire 
building will be well insulated and equipped with 
new windows. It will be made fully accessible for the 
physically handicapped. The result is an historic building 
of reduced size, much easier to maintain, yet having the 
monumental character that marks our town's center. 

After serving the town 128 years, the building is 
overdue for renovation. The cost estimate for the project 
is detailed and complete. The total cost for the building's 
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transformation into a unique asset is between 26 cents and 
31 cents per thousand dollars on the annual tax rate. With 
reasonable care, the renovated building should easily 
serve for 50 years. I feel that Marion would be diminished 
by the loss of this icon. Please come to the public hearing 
at the Music Hall on March 1 to make your opinion 
known.

surveyed, but 
over 100 were 
catalogued and 
photographed. 
The results 
of the survey 
are in digital 
form on the 
Massachusetts 
Historical 

Commission's website and in four binders in the Sippican 
Historical Society's office (and at the Marion Town Clerk's 
office). Marion (Old Rochester) is one of the oldest towns 
in the United States, and the Sippican Historical Society 
maintains an extensive collection of documentation on 
its historic buildings. The Sippican Historical Society 
will preview one building a week so that the residents of 
Marion can understand more about its unique historical 
architecture. This installment features 312 Delano Road. 

Part of the charming cottage at 312 Delano Road 
was built in 1750 by Harper Delano. The prominent 
Delano family - along with the Briggses, Dexters, and 
Ellises - were among the first families of Great Neck 
during the 18th century. A mold for making bullets for 
the War of 1812 was found in the basement of this house. 
During the War of 1812, the Delanos were well placed to 
witness barges carrying British troops from the Nimrod on 
its way to Wareham, where the crew burned a few houses 
in the village. By 1903, Amos Cornell owned this property. 
President Franklin Delano Roosevelt was related to the 
Marion Delanos.

I have 3 cats and one of them isn't using the litter box 
consistently. I clean the box every few days and have 
a covered box nicely enclosed in a closet. Is one of my 
cats sick? 


It's amazing that your cats have put up with 
your litter box behavior. There should be 1 box 
per indoor cat so you need 2 more boxes. The 
boxes should be cleaned daily at the very least. 
Cats in general do not like covered boxes. Get rid 
of the cover. Cats also prefer boxes to be as out 
in the open as possible so they don't feel trapped 
going in or out. There should be 2 or 3 ways 
for the cat to get out of the box. In general, cats 
prefer clumping litter as well. Stay with one that 
works and don't get fooled into buying whatever 
is on sale.

health of North American bird populations and how 
they respond to the challenges posed by habitat loss and 
climate change. 

In the fall of 2017, staff from Manomet visited 
the Jerusalem Bird Observatory in Israel in the first step 
towards a friendship agreement with a fellow scientific 
organization. During this trip, they experienced the sheer 
magnitude of fall migration through the Middle East. Just 
like at Manomet, scientists at JBO have been collecting 
data on migrating birds for nearly 25 years. Since the 
exchange, Manomet has been working with JBO to 
analyze these data and to work collaboratively in future 
ecological and educational endeavors.

A slow-burn psychological thriller like They 
Remain requires patience. It seems to be more about mood 
and paranoia than about plot or easy scares — kind of 
like John Carpenter's The Thing but more minimalist, 
if that's even imaginable. Most of the movie is a two- 
hand exercise showcasing two actors — William Jackson 
Harper and Rebecca Henderson — as scientists and 
former lovers who spend several weeks in an isolated 
woodsy area, measuring this and that, reporting on their 
meager findings. The woods, precisely photographed by 
Sean Kirby, amount to a third character, although we meet 
a sardonic pilot who interacts briefly with the scientists 
while picking up some evidence. The area is of interest 
for two reasons: animals are acting oddly, and the site 
was once home to a murderous cult. They may have left 
unfound corpses in the woods; some of the cult members 
may still be out there somewhere. 

Ah, yes. Out There Somewhere, that time- 
honored horror trope. They Remain, adapted by writer/ 
director Philip Gelatt from a story by Laird Barron, 
takes pains to maintain its ambiguity. Aliens? Demonic 
possession? Minds cracking under stress and isolation? 
We're kept in the dark for a long time, and despite the 
film's small footprint on the afternoon, it feels like a long 
time. The pace is obviously glacial for a reason, and 
achieves what Gelatt is going for, a meditative freak-out 
that runs partly on the scientists' experience of boredom 
and repetition. Its ornery long-take rhythm may attract 
a small cult audience that zones out blissfully on draggy 
sci-fi (2001, Solaris, The Man Who Fell to Earth, Blade Runner 
2049). 

Might this have been happier at half the length 
as an X-Files episode? The scientists, particularly the 
man, get more and more fearful — the story is told 
through his eyes, so the woman becomes more and more 
suspect. Given that these characters could be of any 
color (or gender — they could be former gay male or 
female lovers), are we to place much importance on the 
identities of the male as African-American and the female 
as Caucasian? One could engage in quite a chunk of racial 
theorizing if not for the possibility that, like Duane Jones

in Night of the Living Dead, the best actor for the role also 
happened to be black. Whether the various racial subtexts 
were or weren't placed there, instead of cropping up on 
their own, we can't quite help viewing the relationship 
and its attendant conflicts and rapid devolution through 
this filter, even though the text yields no drama about, or 
even acknowledgment of, the man's race. 

There sure is acknowledgment of the woman's 
gender, though; at one point the man unleashes an 
existential howl of "Bitch!" The text, elusive as it is, 
doesn't seem to disagree. But here I am, calling the movie 
a "text," three times now. An artsy patience-tester like 
They Remain (named for some association with It Follows?) 
seems to demand to be read. The mood is all, and Gelatt is 
on point there, weaving a tapestry of curiosity and dread 
out of its Malick-esque visuals and its oddball score (by 
Tom Keohane) — he tries to make this underpopulated, 
one-location movie cinematic. The quietude is sometimes 
broken, too, by the characters' nightmare visions of the 
cultists drifting around the trees and performing barely- 
glimpsed offenses to decency. 

The land itself seems to be demonic, infesting 
its inhabitants with bad self-annihilating vibes. The soil 
contains secrets and mysteries, among them skeletons 
a hundred years old. We could say this cursed earth is 
America itself, built on the bones of the indigenous and 
the captured, and the text.... There we go again. Could 
They Remain be after something so banal as a built-on- 
Indian-burial-ground story, wrathful ghosts pitting black 
against white, woman against man, even in the hermetic 
context of a remote laboratory in a field? It's worth asking 
why Carpenter's Thing, which theoretically should attract 
lots of academic woolgathering, seems to exist completely 
outside of interpretation. Carpenter just said "These guys 
don't trust each other" and that was that. The image of a 
black man and a white man facing each other with affable 
nihilism at the end of The Thing, with neither us nor them 
knowing who was human, doesn't seem to mean anything 
outside of itself. That sort of thing sure seems to mean 
something in They Remain. But what?

Buzzards Bay Swim 

Twenty-five years ago, a visionary group of local 
residents had a big idea: to swim 1.2 miles across outer 
New Bedford Harbor to raise awareness and funds for 
clean water in Buzzards Bay. That year, 17 swimmers 
raised $2,000 at the very first Buzzards Bay Swim, hosted 
by the Buzzards Bay Coalition. 

Pembroke resident and New Bedford native 
Dan Vasconcellos was one of those first swimmers. 

Back then, he remembers, the water in the outer harbor 
wasn't as clear as it is today. "You might have been able 
to see your hand in front of you. Now, the conditions are 
unbelievable." 

Since that first Buzzards Bay Swim in 1994, the 
event has grown to attract more than 300 swimmers from 
communities across New England and beyond to the 
shores of New Bedford and Fairhaven each June. This 
year, you can be part of the Swim's storied history by 
signing up for the 25th Buzzards Bay Swim on Saturday, 
June 30 at www.savebuzzardsbay.org/ swim. 

"The fight for clean water is a gradual, powerful 
movement that builds over decades, punctuated by 
extraordinary opportunities like this one: to swim with 
over 300 like-minded people who believe in the same 
cause," said Coalition President Mark Rasmussen, who 


will complete his fifth Swim in June. "This anniversary 
gives us a chance to celebrate how far Buzzards Bay has 
come while recommitting to finishing the job together."

"To see the Swim grow from 50 or 
60 people to over 300 people every year is amazing. It's 
a pleasure to be a part of, and I would encourage other 
people to give it a try!" 

Last year, swimmers raised $135,000 for clean 
water in Buzzards Bay. For the 25th anniversary Swim, the 
bar is set higher than ever: swimmers will work to raise

Safe Storage and Disposal of Medications and 
Syringes 

Many local police departments offer 24/7 
prescription medication drop-boxes for the safe disposal 
of unused or expired medications. Medications that can 
be disposed of in the drop-boxes include prescription 
ointments, prescription medications, medication patches, 
and samples, as well as over the counter medications, 
vitamins and pet medications. Lotions, liquids, and 
non-prescription ointments are not permitted. For 
your privacy, please remember to remove all personal 
identification before placing items in the drop-box. In 
Mattapoisett, the medication drop-box is in the lobby of 
the Police Station, located at 64 County Road (Route 6). 

For the safe disposal of needles and syringes, 
sharps containers are available free of charge from the 
Mattapoisett Police Station and the Public Health Nurse's 
office. Used sharps containers may be returned to the 
Public Health Nurse's office for safe and proper disposal 
of these items. 

The safe and proper storage and disposal of 
all medications, needles, and syringes helps to prevent 
accidents or misuse. These items should always be stored 
in a secure location, out of sight and out of reach of 
children. To assist you with safe storage in the home, lock- 
boxes can be purchased at your local pharmacy or retail
